The div ision 
today ordered 
him to register the bonds. 
The Suprefae 
Court 
pointed out 
that there was a marked 
difference 
between special road districts under 
the Tex as law and those in Missouri 
holding that in Missouri these dis­ 
tricts were political subdiv isions 
of 
the State, with full power to 
lev y 
general tax es upon property within 
the boundaries of 
the 
district, for 
purposes of the district. 
The Tex as special road law prov id­ 
ed for organization of road districts 
cov ering territory to be defined 
by 
the organizers and the district auto 
matically was dissolv ed 
as 
soon as 
b onds it had issued were paid. 
In a decision handed down J anuary 
4 , last, the 
Unted 
States Supreme 
Court held the Tex as districts were 
not created by the Legislature, were

The Court held that the 
plan of organization of the

district was an attempt to delegate 
to indiv iduals the discretion and au­ 
thority to lay off the districts.

IN TWENTY-ONE DAYS 


Roanoke, Va., is a 
great 
tobacco 
center, in fact, next to Winston-Sal­ 
em, N. C., is the greatest in the Unit­ 
ed States. 
The country about Roan­ 
oke is rolling with many well improv­ 
ed farms. But a few 
miles 
out of 
Roanoke was the fine college for girls 
at Hollins, Va., where 
Miss 
Mary 
Ethel Prow of Sikeston was a student 
for two years. 
A fter leaving Roanoke the princi­ 
ple places of interest were the N atur­ 
al Bridge and Lexington. The N atur­ 
al Bridge was formed 
when 
some 
mighty upheaval caused the earth to 
sink and leave a span of solid stone 
90 feet wide and 60 feet thick, 
250 
feet above the bottom of the chasm. 
The Natural Bridge is one 
of 
the 
world’s wonders. 
This was the sec­ 
ond visit of the writer to this place, 
so we entertained the granddaugh­ 
ters while the balance of the party 
viewed the wonder. 
Lexington, Va., the home 
of 
the 
Washington and Lee University, the 
Virginia 
Military 
Institute , and 
where lie the bodies of Robert E. Lee 
and Stonewall Jackson, patron saints 
of the South. 
It was from Lexington 
that 
the 
students of V. M. 
I. 
marched 
100 
miles north to New Market, formed 
a battle line, awaited 
the 
Federal 
army marching south from Winches­ 
ter, gave battle and forced the Fed­ 
eral Army to 
retreat. 
These 
boys 
were between the ages of 14 and 
20 
years and were officeTed by men too 
old for service in 
the 
Confederate 
Army. This was one of the outstand­ 
ing features of the Civil War 
and 
these boys forcing regulars to 
re­ 
treat, put new life in the Confeder­ 
ate cause. 
It was through Lexington, or the 
place where Lexington now 
stands, 
that the Hessian soldiers and 
their 
families who were captured at Tren­ 
ton, N. J., marched to Clifton Forge. 
Va., on top of the Blue Ridge Moun­ 
tains, and paroled to make thtir for­ 
tunes. 


From Lexington to New Market, as 
far up the Shenandoah Valley as we 
went, was the prettiest farming coun­ 
try that we saw on the entire trip. 
No large estates, but hundreds of old 
colonial houses, well kept, with out­ 
buildings to match. 
We judge these 
farms ranged in acreage from 120 to 
160 acres. The land up and down this 
valley is rolling, but not hilly, 
and 
every farm had a good big orchard, 
same sort of a poultry plant, a herd 
of dairy cows, a flock of sheep and 
many of them 
were running white­ 
faced calvers or steers, on blue grass 
pastures. 
The only grain, to speak 
of, was wheat, with small acreage to 
corn. 
These farm s look 
prosperous 
and for a home, 
we 
would 
rather 
have one of these 
old-time 
places 
than have the richest 1000 acres 
in 
Southeast Missouri. 
To be sure the Southeast Missouri 
land is much richer, but has no im­ 
provements 
to speak of, while 
the 
Shenandoah Valley farms are mostly 
down in blue grass and the 
owner 
doesn’t have the worry of a big farm 
for he knows his orchard, his dairy 
and his poultry will bring him in 
handsome income with little 
actual 
tilling of the soil. 
At Staunton about half the 
dis 
tance up the Shenandoah Valley, we 
spent the night 
at 
the 
Stonewall 
Jackson Hotel, a very excellent hos­ 
telry. 
The next day we drove over 
that city and took off our hats at the 
house where 
Woodrow Wilson 
was 
born. Staunton is a very pretty city 
of some 10,000 people and 
contains 
many colonial homes a hundred years 
old. It was here that we paid a visit 
to our former superior officer, Chas 
E. Kemper, who is an inmate of the 
Western State Hospital—a 
nervous 
wreck. 
It was sad to visit this once 
proud Virginian, a nephew of a one 
time Governor of Virginia, a gradu 
ate in law of Washington and 
Lee 
University and later an honored of 
ficial of the U. S. Treasury Depart 
ment. 
From Staunton to 
New 
Market 
through Harrisonburg was one end 
less chain of beautiful 
farm homes 
and if there is a paradise on earth 
and on a farm, it is through this sec­ 
tion of Virginia. 
The 
Valley 
at 
Harrisonburg is several miles 
wide 
with the Allegheny Mountains to the 
west and the Blue Ridge Mountains 
to the east. 
Just before reaching New Market, 
we turned one mile down a lane that 
led to the Endless Caverns that reach 
for 
miles 
under 
the 
Blue Ridge 
Mountains. 
Our party visited 
this 
cavern and went under the 
ground 
for a mile and 
a quarter 
and can 
truthfully say that it was the 
most 
wonderful sight of the 
entire 
trip. 
There is no describing it, or our pen­ 
cil refuses to do the subject justice, 
so we pass on to New Market 
for 
noon-day lunch that all did justice to. 
New Market, one of the oldest and 
most beautifully situated 
towns 
in 
the Valley, was founded 
by 
John 
Sevier, in 1765. 
The north fork of 
the henandoah River flows behind a 
range of hills that rises 
high above 
the town to the northwest. 
To 
the 
southeast flows 
Smith’s 
Creek, 
a 
winding mill stream at the foot 
of 
the Massanutten Mountains. 
Before the arrival of 
the 
white 
man, this spot was a favorite Indian 
camping ground, and well into 
the 
nineteenth century the 
smoke from 
their t< pees could 
be 
seen 
rising 
from Indian Hollow, a ravine to the 
north, which is visible from the Pike. 
Looking toward the Massanuttcns, 
one sees the 
gap 
through 
which 
Stonewall Jackson marched his army 
to Front Royal, where, by a surprise 
attack, he turned Banks’ left flank, 
thereby starting a retreat of the Fed­ 
eral Army which did not end until it 
had crossed the Potomac at H arper’s 
Ferry. 
In the battle of New Market, which 
was fought along 
the northwestern 
edge of the town, occurred the charge 
of the V. M. I. Cadets, one of 
tne 
most remarkable episodes of the Civil 
War. 
Tnis battalion of boys, feom 
14 to 20 years of age, was ordered 
from school at Lexington, Va., to join 
the forces of General 
Breckenridge, 
in a desperate crisis of 
the 
latest 
months of the war. 
Arriving in New 
Market at night, after a three days’ 
march, they were placed in the battle 
line the next morning, where for sev­ 
eral hours they held itheir 
position 
under heavy artillery fire and against 
infantry attacks. 
At 
the 
decisive 
moment of the battle these boys, ris­ 
ing as a unit, charged across an open 
wheat field, and in spite of 
severe 
losses in killed and wounded, 
broke 
the Federal lines, turning what had 
seemed to be a defeat into victory. 
It took two hours to make the 16 
miles across the Blue Ridge 
Moun­ 
tains hut it was worth it, as the scen­ 
ery from different angles, the 
dog­ 
wood and other mountain shrub were 
in bloom.

Bad Grass Feared in S. E. Missouri 
A 
sample of “nut grass' recently 
sent in to the College of Agriculture 
Has all the appearance of ‘coco grass" 
which is such a pest in many parts 
of the South. 
Flower parts were not 
present and so positive identification 
was impossible. 
But an effort is be­ 
ing made to secure specimens as soon 
as flower parts and seed heads 
ap 
pear in order to remove all doubt. 
Coco grass is easily confused with 
chufa, which is sometimes called wa 
ter grass in Missouri. 
The 
water 
grass, however, grows much 
taller 
and coarser and has a much 
more 
highly branched seed head. The wa­ 
ter grass, however, is not a serious 
pest while the “coco grass” is one 
of the most feared grasses of 
the 
country.

Wilt 
in Watermelons 
Many farm ers from 
several 
dis 
tricts of the County 
have 
reported 
the loss of watermelon vines by wilt. 
The organism which causes this trou 
ble may be carried by insects or may 
live in the soil. It has recently been 
proved conclusively by J. J. Tauben 
haus, Texas Agricultural Experiment 
Station 
Bulletin 
No. 260, that 
the 
fungus caupsing this disease is car 
ried by the striped cucumber beetles 
and introduced into melon vines thru 
the 
feeding 
injuries. The organisb 
then grows through the passages in 
the stems and eventually plugs 
the 
water vessels of the plant, causing it 
to wilt and die. 
It seems 
probable 
that much of the wilt occurring late 
in the season may be spread in this 
manner. 
This is another 
important 
reason why the beetles should be con 
trolled early in the season. 
When very young plants are 
at 
tacked they may wilt and die before 
the first runners are formed. Wilt is 
more prevalent, however, 
in 
older 
plants, where the affected vines may 
at first, show a wilted condition dur 
mg the day and regain 
their fresh 
appearance during the night. 
If the 
weather is damp this successive wilt 
ing and reviving may continue for 
several days before the vine is final 
ly killed. 
It is fairly 
characteristic 
of the disease for one 
runner 
at a 
time to wilt and die until the entire 
plant is dead; or for one plant to be 
killed in a hill while others continue 
to grow until they too are attacked 
The disease can be further identified 
by 
a 
brown 
discoloration 
of the 
woody parts of the stem which can 
be seen by slicing the diseased stem 
lengthwise near the base of the run 
ner. 
Watermelon wilt is reproduced 
by means of spores which form 
on 
the dead vines and live over winter 
in the soil in great numbers. 
These 
spores are carried from one field to 
another on tillage implements and on 
the feet of livestock. 
Manure is of 
ten responsible for the spread of wilt 
fungus and care should be taken as 
to the source of manure used. 
The 
manure from animals which are pas 
turing on infected fields is 
almost 
certain to carry the wilt. 
In 
this 
respect commercial fertilizers 
offer 
an advantage in that they 
do 
not 
carry the disease.

MISSOURI ROAD DIS­ 
TRICTS LEGAL 


Jefferson 
City, 
June 
15.—Any 
doubt as to validity of several mill­ 
ion 
dollars 
in 
outstanding 
roads 
bonds of special 
road 
districts 
in 
Missouri, under a 
decision 
of 
the 
United States Supreme Court invali­ 
dating bonds in Texas, was removed 
today by Missouri Supreme Court in 
banc, in a decision, 
upholding 
the 
constitutionality of the 
law 
under 
which special road districts organis­ 
ed in Missouri. 
The decision was in a test 
case 
brought by the Little Prairie Special 
Road D istrict 
of 
Pemiscot 
County 
against State Auditor L. D. Thomp­ 
son to compel him to register $150,- 
000 in bonds issued by the District. 
For the purposes of a test Thompson 
attacked the connstitutionality of the 
Missouri law, based 
on 
the United 
States Supreme Court decision inval­ 
idating the 
Texas 
special 
district 
hands. 
The division 
today 
ordered 
him to register the bonds. 
The Suprefne 
Court 
pointed out 
that there was a marked 
difference 
between special road districts under 
the Texas law and those in Missouri, 
holding that in Missouri these dis­ 
tricts w'ere political subdivisions 
of 
the State, with full power to 
levy 
general taxes upon property within 
the boundaries of 
the 
district, for 
purposes of the district. 
The Texas special ruad law provid­ 
ed for organization of road districts 
covering territory to be defined 
by 
the organizers and the district auto­ 
matically was dissolved 
as 
soon as 
bonds it had issued were paid. 
In a decision handed down January 
4, last, the 
Unted 
States Supreme 
Court held the Texas districts were 
not created by the Legislature, were 
not political subdivisions of the State 
and were not put into operation 
by 
proper adm inistrative agencies of the 
legislature. The Court held that the 
plan of organization of the 
Texas 
district was an attem pt to delegate 
to individuals the discretion and au­ 
thority to lay off the districts. 
Judge J. T. White, author of 
the 
opinion, in which all the other Judges 
concurred, pointed out that the 
Mis­ 
souri Supreme Court in previous de­ 
cisions had held that a Special Road 
District in Missouri was a corpora­ 
tion for public purposes and a poli­ 
tical subdivision of the State. 
“The district when organized 
is a 
municipal corporation, not 
in 
the 
limited sense applied to certain cities, 
but in the general sense that it ex­ 
orcises 
governmental 
functions”, 
Judge White wrote. “It is a political 
subdivision of the State 
and 
has 
power to levy 
general 
taxes upon 
pioperty within its boundaries 
for 
purposes of the district”. 
He stated that under the Missouri 
laws special road districts, once or­ 
ganized, existed in perpetuity unless 
dissolved by legislative act, in con­ 
trast with the Texas provision 
for 
dissolution of such districts autom a­ 
tically when the 
bonds 
issued 
had 
been paid. 
He stated the Missouri 
Special Road District law prescribed 
a definite method and the kind 
of 
territory in which districts could he 
organized and that the districts were 
put in operation by proper 
admini­ 
strative agencies of the Legislature. 
Following the United States 
Su­ 
preme Court decision in the 
Texas 
case, 
Attorney-General 
Gentry 
of 
Missouri and the 
Attorneys-General 
of several other states sought per­ 
mission 
to 
the 
Federal 
Supreme 
Court to intervene in a petition for 
rehearing of the case, but were de­ 
nied this permission by the Court. 
The decision to file the test case in 
Missouri was reached after represen­ 
tatives of bond houses had express­ 
ed fear that the Texas decision would 
cast a cloud on the Missouri bonds.

has all the appearance of ‘coco grass'* 
which is such a pest in many parts 
of the South. 
Flower parts were not 
present anti 
bo positive identification 
was impossible. 
But an effort is be­ 
ing made to secure specimens as soon 
as flower parts anti seed heads 
ap­ 
pear in order to remove all doubt. 
Coco grass is easily confused with 
chufa, which is sometimes called wa­ 
ter grass in Missouri. 
The 
w ater 
grass, however, grows much 
taller 
and coarser and has a much 
more 
highly branched seed head. 
The w a­ 
ter grass, however, is not a serious 
pest while the “coco grass” is one 
the most feared grasses of 
the 
country. 
It spreads rapidly and it is 
alm ost impossible 
to 
eradicate 
it 
hen once well set. 
When found in 
cultivated fields it is alm ost 
impos­ 
sible to control the grass it grows so 
rapidly. 
The Departm ent of Field Crops of 
the Missouri College of Agriculture 
is anxious to locate all points when' 
this grass appears. 
They urge that 
|1 plants 
which 
resemble 
"coco 
grass he carefully watched and when 
seed heads form , send in a few com­ 
plete plants for identification. If this 
grass is present in any quantités vig­ 
orous control 
measures 
should 
be 
started at once. 
Co-operation of all 
farm ers in the district is urged.

that other farm ers could do as well 
but he states that proper care and 
attention is absolutely necessary.

Wilt 
in Watermelon* 
Many farmers from 
several 
dis­ 
tricts of the County 
have 
reported 
the loss of watermelon vines by wilt. 
The organism which causes this trou­ 
ble may be carried by insects or may 
live in the soil. 
It has recently been 
proved conclusively by J. J. Tauben- 
haus, Texas Agricultural Experiment 
Station 
Bulletin 
No. 280, that 
the 
fungus caupsing this disease is car­ 
ried by the striped cucumber beetles 
and introduced into melon vines thru 
the 
feeding 
injuries. The organisb 
then grows through the passages in 
the stems and eventually plugs 
the 
water vessels of the plant, causing it 
to wilt and die. 
It seems 
probable 
that much of the wilt occurring late 
in the season may he spread in this 
manner. 
This is another 
important 
reason why the beetles should be con­ 
trolled early in the season. 
When very young plants are 
at 
tacked they may wilt and die before 
the first runners are formed. 
Wilt is 
more prevalent, however, 
in 
older 
plants, where the affected vines may, 
at first, show a wilted condition dur 
ing the day and 
regain 
their fresh 
appearance during the night. 
If the 
weather is damp this successive wilt­ 
ing and reviving may continue for 
several days before the vine is final­ 
ly killed- 
It is fairly 
characteristic 
of the disease for one 
runner 
at a 
time to wilt and die until the entire 
plant is dead; or for one plant to be 
killed in a hill while others continue 
to grow until they too are 
attacked 
The disease can he further identified 
by 
a 
brown 
discoloration 
of the 
woody parts of the stem which can 
be seen by slicing the diseased stem 
lengthwise near the base of the run 
ner. 
Watermelon wilt is reproduced 
by means of spores which form 
on 
the dead vines and live over winter 
in the soil in great numbers. 
These 
spores are carried from one field to 
another on tillage implements and on 
the feet of livestock. 
Manure is of 
ten responsible for the spread of wilt 
fungus and care should be taken as 
to the source of manure used. 
The 
manure from animals which are pas­ 
turing on infected fields is 
almost 
certain to carry the wilt. 
In 
this 
respect commercial fertilizers 
offer 
an advantage in that they 
do 
not 
carry the disease.
